Rainfall has been measured 
18 of the first 22 days in July, 
according to records at Ever- 
glades Experiment Station, and 
rainfall has measured 7.90 
ies during that period. 
four 24-hour periods for 

hich no rain was measured at 
the station were July 2, 4, 6 
smi 11. Heaviest rainfall was 
July 12 with 1.71 inches. Smal- 
lest measured amount was July 
9 with .01 inches. 

According to D. S. Harrison, 
Agricultural Erigineer at the 
station, the matter set thus far 
in the month will push the total 
amount for July high above the 
35-year average of 9.02 inches. 

While the rain has been per- 
sistent and heavier in local 
showers than the amounts re- 
corded at the station, rainfall 
hasn't set any kind of a record, 
according to Harrison. 

Greatest amount of rainfall 
for any day in July in the past 
35 years was 3.78 in 1944; great- 
est rainfall for any July was 
in 1951 with 15.30. Least amount 
of rainfall for any July was 3.23 
in 1931. 


Legislative Talk 
Given By Roberts 


State Representative Emmett 
S. Roberts, who earned the title 
of the top pésser of bills in the 
recent legislature session, con- 
tinued his round of speaking 
engagements in the countv with 
a: Wednesday address to the 
Belle Glade Lions Club. 

Sketching the major accomp. 
lishments of. the 1959 session, 
Roberts listed five points: 1. 
Holding the line on fiscal fin- 
ances, 2. First major reorgani- 
zation of the Agriculture De- 
partment since 1885, 3. Passage 
of seven of 11 highway safety 
bills. 4. Passage of state insur- 
ance code revision bills, and 5. 
School legislation that strength- 
ened the pupil assignment law 
but eliminated radical measures 
in other bills. 

He said the major legislation 
which affected the Glades was 
the setting up of the small 
claims courts at the sub court- 
house and the bill providing for 
shorter mileage fees for the 
serving of legal- papers by the 
Sheriff's office in the Glades. 

Statistically speaking, the 
House passed 1,495 of the 2,492 
introduced; the Senate 551 of 
1,300 for a.total of 2,046 passed, 
28 more than the 1957 session. 
Of the total passed 956 were 
local bills affecting one county 
and 516qwere population or re- 
lief acts. Five hundred twenty- 
three general bills passed, one 
less than in 1957, he said. 

Roberts called attention to the 
eight constitutional amendments 
on which the voters would be 
asked to decide, the reappor- 
tionment bill this year, the 
others, including a bill for ad- 
ditional judges for district courts

Medfly Danger Is 
Still Possible 


The necessity for continuous 
defense against the entry of 
plant pests into the United 
States has been driven home 
with word from Miami that the 
Medfly twice has been inter- 
cepted there in recent weeks by 
quarantine officials. 


against such entry into Florida 
is the quarantine program of 
the U. S. Department of Agi 

culture, backed up by the trap- 
ping lines maintained at ' all 
strategic points by the USDA 
and the State Plant Board. No 
specimen of dangerous fruit fly 
has been discovered in the/frap 


adult Mediterranean fruit, fly 
in November, 1957. La of 
many fruit flies have 
found at all ports of any 
the United States, howevei 

Two of the most recenf in- 
stances of such finds occurred 
in Miami when quarantine auth- 
orities checked tourists return- 
ing from South America with 
mementos of fruited twigs tak- 
en from coffee plants. In each 
instance, larvae of the Medfly 
were found in the coffee ber- 
ries. 

The interceptions brought a 
word of caution from J. Robins 
Wood, inspector in charge of the 
USDA plant quarantine office 
in Miami. 

“Travelers ‘should be warn- 
ed that even small lots of ap- 
parently innocuous plant mat- 
erial could be the means of re- 
introducing the Mediterranean 
fruit fly or other equally” de- 
structive pest,” he said. 
Wood pointed out that the 
Medfly probably reached Flor- 
ida in 1956 through similar 
movement of fly larva in the 
baggage of tourists, The last 
time this happened, he remind- 
ed, state and federal govern- 
ments had to ante up almost 
$11,000,000 to eradicate the 
Pest.

Applications blanks for boat 
registration are now available 
at the tax collector's office at 
Glades Office Building, accord- 
ing to Mrs. Edwina C. Young, 
the office manager.
